Brethren,  we  have  a  few  words  to  say  to  yon.  We  '! 
will  endeavor  to  be  as  brief  as  pos>iliIe,  so  as  not  to  tiie 
yotir  paliettce,  aitd  therefore  respedtftilly  ask  your  can- 
did  atlentioti  to,  nitd  serious  reflections  tipon  a  few  facts  i; 
wliicb  vvu  w  i>h  to  present.  The  lilieenth  vointnc  of  t!ie  j- 
•Magazine  is  now  dinwing  to  a  close.  Two  ntimhers  || 
more  and  it  is  fiiti^hcd.  Since  the  ye.ir  1841,  at  winch  , 
time  we  became  the  ptirchasers  of  the  estaLlishment, 
from  the  pressure  of  the  limes  and  other  causes,  nor  siih- 
scriplion  list  rapidly  ifecreased,  tiiitil  the  coniinencement 
of  the  current  v<diime.  At  the  lime  we  became  the 
owners,  there  were  something  near  5000  names  on  our 
list,  hnt  became  reduced  to  about  IJOOO  in  1843. 

What  was  infinittdy  worse  that  the  rednciinn  however, 
was  the  niter  neglect  of  many  who  still  took  the  paper, 
n.s  well  as  those  w  ho  had  disconliinied,  to  pay  t.’trir  sub 
scriptions.  ltdid  almost  seem  to  nssometin.es, as  though 
our  patrons  meant  to  rnin  ns,  and  one  tiling  is  certain, 
they  came  near  doing  so  by  their  iteglect,  and  brethren, 
ice  fed  the  ejfctls  to  this  day.  W'e  found  we  must  adopt 
some  method  hy  w  hich  to  save  ourselves  from  complete 
and  irretrievable  wreck.  VV'c  adopted  the  err/raNce pot/ 
system,  at  the.  beginning  of  the  current  year.and  alihongh 
our  list  was  made  .small,  and  as  the  poet  said,  “beauti¬ 
fully  less,”  liy  a  reduction  of  about  1000,  we  have  only 
to  regret  th.it  we  diil  not  adopt  the  system  at  an  earlier 
date.  Had  we  done  so,  we  should  not  have  had  from  8 
to  10.000  dollars,  nccriiing  from  1340  to  1844,  outstand¬ 
ing  in  small  sums,  .anrl  scailercil  from  Maine  todenrgia, 
as  we  now  have,  and  of  which  we  have  no  fears  of  ever 
realizing  one,  fourth  part. 

We  could  relate  a  tale  of  trouble  and  vexation  arising 
out  of  the  old  credit  system  that  ought  to  make  some  of 
our  old  delinquents  weep,  and  w  c  should  like  to  bring 
tears  of  genuine  repentance  into  their  eyes,  just  byway 
of  amusement,  lint  ihsiiks  to  the  advance  pay  system, 
whjph  gives  to  the  siiliscriber  a  quiet  ron.science,  inas- 
infich  ns  he  is  reading  his  oicn  paper,  gives  him  his  paper 
for  less  money,  gives  him  no  duns  ;  while  it  gives  the 
publisher  the  inexpressible  pleasure  of  getting  his  money 
for  his  labor.of  beiiu'  relieved  from  diinning  Ins  patrons 
of  having  complaints  from  them  that  they  have  been 
charged  too  much  when  they  have  neglected  to  pay  in 
season,  and  of  other  bitter  vexations  and  troubles  loo 
nnmeroiHi  to  mention,  and  of  the  unpleasantness  of 
which  no  one  ean  have  the  least  idea,  who  has  not  been 
engulpheJ  in  tha  “  iroohled  sea  "  One  year’s  experi-

Review  of  Biibop  De  Laneey’s  Charge. 

(f.'wBiinued.) 

.After  having  ekaiHined  the  Articles,  Homilies,  Pray 
era  and  Catechisms  of  bis  church,  and  the  writings  ef 
the  Apostolic  Failiers,  first,  in  relniioii  to  the  universal 
redemption  of  all  nrankind  by  Christ,  (on  which  point 
he  has  recourse  to  the  Scriptures  as  the  all  decisive  um¬ 
pire,)  and  next,  in  relation  to  tiie  endless  punishment  of 
the  wicked,  onr  good  Bishop  seems  now  prepared  to 
make  a  final  appeal  to  the  Scriptures  as  the  sure  word 
of  prophecy,  by  which  to  decide  the  truth  or  falsity  of 
this  lust  doctrine,  and  seltio  the  question  forever  by  in- 
disputable  aiilhorily,  even  by  the  word  of  God.  But 
yet,  ho  hesitates,  and  seems  loathe  to  make  this  final  ap¬ 
peal.  He  undertakes  first  to  prepare  the  way,  and  for¬ 
tify  his  position,  and  holster  op  the  doctrine  of  endless 
misery  by  Analogy  and  by  argnmenis  drawn  from  the 
attributes  of  God,  which  he  duet  not  attempt  on  the 
first  point  of  doctrine. 

Very  well;  as  he  seems  to  think  he  shall  derive  sonte 
aid  to  his  doctrine  from  these  sourced,  we  will  even  fol¬ 
low  him  in  his  episode  here,  and  see  whether  his  cause 
derives  any  help  from  these  sources,  premising,  how¬ 
ever,  that  if  the  Bihio  clearly  teach  the  endless  misery 
of  a  part  of  mankind,  this  appeal  to  analogy  snd  the  at¬ 
tributes  of  Deity  is  useless  and  altogether  a  work  of  sii- 
pererrogaiioii.  If  the  Bible  dues  not  sustain  it,  we  think 
this  appeal  to  analogy  and  the  divine  attributes  is  worse 
than  useless;  fur  the  argument  derived  from  these  is  evi¬ 
dently  against  the  Bishop’s  favorite  doctrine,  as  we  shall 
see. 

The  fiist  position  he  undertakes  to  sustain  by  analogy, 
is,  that  man  may  exi.st  hereafter,  a  po.siiion  which  no  be¬ 
liever  in  divine  revelation  will  question.  His  next  po¬ 
sition  is  this : 

"That  this  future  existence  may  be  a  stale  of  pntoisli- 
ment,  is  sanctioned  by  analogy,  because,  since  we  see 
that  sin  is  followed  by  punishment  in  this  world — that 
parents  puiii.-h  their  children,  masters  their  servants, 
rulers  their  subjects,  and  governments  their  citizens,  for 
viulatiuns  and  resistance  of  their  authority  and  laws ;  we 
are  thus  taught  to  expect  the  punishment  ol  sin  from  tha. 
great  Parent,  Master  and  Ruler  of  us  all,”  &c. 

This  argument  is  good  as  far  as  it  goes ;  and  would  in¬ 
dicate  that  God  will  punish  sin.  But  the  very  idea  of  God , 
us  Parent,  Master  and  Ruler  of  men,  and  necessarily  a 
good  Being,  would  forbid  the  idea  of  his  inflicting  end¬ 
less  punishment  on  any  of  his  children.  Besides,  though 
all  would  readily  admit  that  God  will  pnnish  sin,  many 
would  require  to  he  convinced  that  men  will  be  sinners 
in  the  fuliire  state,  before  (hey  would  allow  this  argn- 
ment  to  prove  that  God  will  paaii.V  them  in  a  future  stale. 

But  the  Bishop  proceeds  to  argue  that,  breause  “  we 
see  in  this  world  that  natural  punishinenHdo  not  always 
f.)llow  immediately  on  the  commission  of  crime,  but  are 
sometiinev  long  delayed — that  the  sin  of  the  boy  is  visit¬ 
ed  long  after  in  the  sufferings  of  manliond,  or  ok!  age, 
so  we  are  taught  that  our  present  disobedience  to  God 
may  be  visited  hy  the  long  subsequent  inflictions  of  the 
future  life.’’ 

Here  we  are  willing  to  allow  there  is  some  plansihith 
ly,  some  force  in  the  Bishop’s  argument  drawn  from 
analogy ;  but  though  it  might  go  to  establish  the  doctrine 
of  a  fiituie  punishment,  it  does  not  go  one  inch  towards 
establishing  that  of  endless  punishment;  but  we  think, 
when  fully  carried  out  according  to  the  true  principUs 
of  analogy,  most  efleciually  and  triumphantly  refutes 
that  doctrine.*  For,  reasoning  analogically,  we  ninst
